General Aviation and European Market show largest growth 


ORANJESTAD - The number 
of aircraft movements 
at AIRB grew by 2.7% 
compared to 2007 for a total 
of 36,818. The overview 
of passenger aircraft, full 
freighters and general 
aviation is as follows: 
Further analysis of the 


commercial passenger 
flights per segment shows 
the following: 

The unprecedented spike 
in crude oil prices called 
for massive changes in the 
airline industry during the 
late spring/summer. Airlines 
had to modify their business 


models while trying to 
remain in business forcing 
them to a major round of 
service cuts in the fall of 
2008. US domestic airports 
estimated capacity cuts 
between 10% and 15% on 
average. The following graph 
illustrates capacity changes 


at AIRB from January 
through September and 
October through December. 

Flight reductions in 
the Caribbean region by 
especially American Eagle 
caused severe damage to 
several smaller islands 
that relied on Eagle for the 


majority of their service. 
Aruba has been reasonably 
successful in diversifying air 
service from the USA in the 
past, avoiding grim situations 
when such capacity cuts 
occur. 

A quick look into the 
development of revenues 
and expenses for some of 
our US air service providers 
indicates a completely 
different picture compared 
to just twelve months ago: 
the industry is shrinking.

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Obama says reaching out to enemies strengthens US 


PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad 
- Defending his brand of world 
politics, President Barack Obama 
said Sunday that he “strengthens 
our hand” by reaching out to 
enemies of the United States 
and making sure that the nation 
is a leader, not a lecturer, of 
democracy. 

Obama’s foreign doctrine 
emerged across his four-day 
trip to Latin America, his first 
extended venture to a region of 
the world where resentment of 
U.S. power still lingers. He got 
a smile, handshakes and even a 
gift from incendiary leftist leader 
Hugo Chavez of Venezuela, 
and embraced overtures of new 
relations from isolated Cuban 
President Raul Castro. 

“The whole notion was that if we 
showed courtesy or opened up 
dialogue with governments that 
had previously been hostile to 
us, that that somehow would be 
a sign of weakness,” Obama said, 
recalling his race for the White 
House and challenging his critics 
today. 

“The American people didn’t buy 
it,” Obama said. “And there’s a 
good reason the American people 
didn’t buy it — because it doesn’t 
make sense.” 

Still, Obama made sure to inject 
some go-it-slow caution and 


clear expectations for U.S. foes 
as he capped his trip to twin- 
island nation of Trinidad and 
Tobago with a steamy outdoor 
news conference. 

On Cuba, he said Castro should 
release political prisoners, 
embrace democratic freedoms 
and cut fees on the money that 
Cuban-Americans send back to 
their families. Obama has lifted 
some restrictions on Cuba, and 
Castro responded with a broad, 
conciliatory overture. 

“The fact that you had Raul 
Castro say he’s willing to have 
his government discuss with 
ours not just issues of lifting the 
embargo, but issues of human 
rights, political prisoners, that’s 
a sign of progress,” Obama said. 
“And so we’re going to explore 
and see if we can make some 
further steps.” 

He did not, though, offer any sign 
of lifting the crushing U.S. trade 
embargo on Cuba, as many Latin 
American and U.S. leaders want. 
Obama acknowledged that the 
U.S. policy in Cuba for the last 
50 years “hasn’t worked” but said 
change will be gradual. 

In Washington, both Democrats 
and Republicans said Sunday 
that they wanted to see actions, 
not just rhetoric, from Cuba. 
“Release the prisoners and we’ll 


talk to you. ... Put up or shut up,” 
said Sen. Lindsey Graham, R- 
S.C. 

I think we’re taking the right 
steps, and I think the ball is now 
clearly in Cuba’s court,” said 
Sen. Claire McCaskill, D-Mo. 
“They need to respond and say 
what they’re willing to do.” 

As for Venezuela, Obama’s 
friendly encounters with Chavez 
at the summit drew intense 
publicity — partly, Obama said, 
because Chavez is good at getting 
in front of TV cameras. Chavez’s 
anti-American rhetoric has, in 
the past, led Obama to call him a 
demagogue. 

Obama returned to Washington 
early Sunday evening. But even 
before he got back, Obama was 
facing condemnation from some 
Republicans about how he dealt 
with Chavez. “I think it was 
irresponsible for the president 
to be seen kind of laughing and 
joking with Hugo Chavez,” said 
Sen. John Ensign, R-Nev. 

The president brushed that 
aside, noting that Venezuela has 
a defense budget about one-six 
hundredth the size of the United 
States’ and owns the oil company 
Citgo. 

“It’s unlikely that as a consequence 
of me shaking hands or having 


a polite conversation with Mr. 
Chavez that we are endangering 
the strategic interests of the 
United States,” Obama said. 
Venezuela and the United States 
expelled each other’s ambassadors 
last September. But during the 
summit, Chavez approached 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and said he was 
restoring his nation’s ambassador 
in Washington, voicing hopes for 
a new era in relations. 

“We ratify our willingness to 
begin what has started: cementing 
new relations,” Chavez said 
Sunday in remarks broadcast on 
state television. “We have the 
very strong willingness to work 
together.” 

Obama’s dealings with Chavez 
spoke to his broader message: 
dismissing arguments of the past, 
and respecting other democratic 
governments even if he opposes 
their economic and foreign 
policy. 

“If we are practicing what we 
preach, and if we occasionally 
confess to having strayed from 
our values and our ideals, that 
strengthens our hand,” Obama 
said. “That allows us to speak 
with greater moral force and 
clarity around these issues.” 

He said of his doctrine for 


going to lecture you, but we’re 
rather going to show through 
how we operate the benefits of 
these values and ideals.” 

The president said he found 
it interesting that many of 
the leaders talked about how 
Cuban doctors have dispersed 
throughout the region, and their 
countries depend on them. 

“It’s a reminder for us in the 
United States that if our only 
interaction with many of these 
countries is drug interdiction, if 
our only interaction is military, 
then we may not be developing 
the connections that can, over 
time, increase our influence,” 
Obama said. He neglected to 
mention that the U.S. Agency 
for International Development 
provides many services in Latin 
America, including health care, 
education and humanitarian 
relief. 

Central American leaders who 
met with Obama said they pressed 
him on immigration reform. They 
also said that Obama promised to 
consider providing better notice 
before the United States deports 
dangerous criminals back to their 
nations. 

Even Nicaragua President Daniel 
Ortega, a critic of U.S. policy, 
said he found Obama receptive 
to dealing with the issues 
raised. Ortega said Obama “is 
the president of an empire” that 
has rules the president cannot 
change. Nevertheless, Ortega 
said, “I want to believe that he’s 
inclined, that he’s got the will.” 
Both Graham and McCaskill 
spoke on “Fox News Sunday.” 
Ensign was interviewed on 
CNN’s “State of the Union.”

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad 
(AP) — Defending his brand 
of world politics, President 
Barack Obama said Sunday 
that he “strengthens our hand” 
by reaching out to enemies of 
the United States and making 
sure that the nation is a leader, 
not a lecturer, of democracy. 
Obama’s foreign doctrine 
emerged across his four-day 
trip to Latin America, his first 
extended venture to a region 
of the world where resentment 
of U.S. power still lingers. He 
got a smile, handshakes and 
even a gift from incendiary 
leftist leader Hugo Chavez 
of Venezuela, and embraced 
overtures of new relations 
from isolated Cuban President 
Raul Castro. 

“The whole notion was that if 
we showed courtesy or opened 
up dialogue with governments 
that had previously been 
hostile to us, that that somehow 
would be a sign of weakness,” 
Obama said, recalling his 
race for the White House and 
challenging his critics today. 
“The American people didn’t 
buy it,” Obama said. “And 
there’s a good reason the 
American people didn’t buy 
it — because it doesn’t make 
sense.” 

Still, Obama made sure to 


inject some go-it-slow caution 
and clear expectations for U.S. 
foes as he capped his trip to 
twin-island nation of Trinidad 
and Tobago with a steamy 
outdoor news conference. 

On Cuba, he said Castro should 
release political prisoners, 
embrace democratic freedoms 
and cut fees on the money that 
Cuban-Americans send back 
to their families. Obama has 
lifted some restrictions on 
Cuba, and Castro responded 
with a broad, conciliatory 
overture. “The fact that you had 
Raul Castro say he’s willing to 
have his government discuss 
with ours not just issues of 
lifting the embargo, but issues 
of human rights, political 
prisoners, that’s a sign of 
progress,” Obama said. “And 
so we’re going to explore 
and see if we can make some 
further steps.” 

He did not, though, offer any 
sign of lifting the crushing 
U.S. trade embargo on Cuba, 
as many Latin American and 
U.S. leaders want. Obama 
acknowledged that the U.S. 
policy in Cuba for the last 50 
years “hasn’t worked” but said 
change will be gradual. 

In Washington, both 
Democrats and Republicans 
said Sunday that they wanted 
to see actions, not just rhetoric, 
from Cuba. 


“Release the prisoners and 
we’ll talk to you. ... Put up or 
shut up,” said Sen. Lindsey 
Graham, R-S.C. 

“I think we’re taking the right 
steps, and I think the ball is 
now clearly in Cuba’s court,” 
said Sen. Claire McCaskill, 
D-Mo. “They need to respond 
and say what they’re willing 
to do.” 

As for Venezuela, Obama’s 
friendly encounters with 
Chavez at the summit drew 
intense publicity — partly, 
Obama said, because Chavez 
is good at getting in front of 
TV cameras. Chavez’s anti- 
American rhetoric has, in the 
past, led Obama to call him a 
demagogue. 

Obama returned to Washington 
early Sunday evening. But even 
before he got back, Obama 
was facing condemnation 
from some Republicans about 
how he dealt with Chavez. “I 
think it was irresponsible for 
the president to be seen kind 
of laughing and joking with 
Hugo Chavez,” said Sen. John 
Ensign, R-Nev. 

The president brushed that 
aside, noting that Venezuela 
has a defense budget about 
one-six hundredth the size of 
the United States’ and owns 
the oil company Citgo.

Columbine students strive 
10 years after massacre

LITTLETON, Colorado 
(AP) — The “boy in the 
window” — who fell 
bloodied and paralyzed into 
the arms of rescuers during 
the horrifying Columbine 
High shooting rampage — 
is doing just fine. 

Now 27, Patrick Ireland 
has regained mobility with 
few lingering effects from 
gunshot wounds to his head 
and leg a decade ago. He is 


married and works in the 
financial services industry. 
His mantra: “I choose to 
be a victor rather than a 
victim.” Like Ireland, many 
survivors of the April 20, 
1999, massacre have moved 
on to careers in education, 
medicine, ministry, retail.

U.S. boycotts, Iran stars, 
at UN racism meeting

GENEVA (AP) — The United Nations opens its first global 
racism conference in eight years on Monday with the U.S. and 
at least seven other countries boycotting the event out of concern 
that Islamic countries will demand that it denounce Israel and 
ban criticism of Islam. 

The administration of President Barack Obama, America’s first 
black head of state, announced Saturday that it would boycott 
“with regret” the weeklong meeting in Geneva, which already 
is experiencing much of the bickering and political infighting 
that marred the 2001 conference in Durban, South Africa.

“It’s unlikely that as a 
consequence of me shaking 
hands or having a polite 
conversation with Mr. Chavez 
that we are endangering 
the strategic interests of the 
United States,” Obama said. 
Venezuela and the United 
States expelled each other’s 
ambassadors last September. 
But during the summit, Chavez 
approached Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and said he was restoring 
his nation’s ambassador in 
Washington, voicing hopes 
for a new era in relations. 

“We ratify our willingness 
to begin what has started: 
cementing new relations,” 
Chavez said Sunday in 
remarks broadcast on state 
television. “We have the very 
strong willingness to work 
together.” 

Obama’s dealings with Chavez 
spoke to his broader message: 
dismissing arguments of the 
past, and respecting other 
democratic governments even 
if he opposes their economic 
and foreign policy. 

“If we are practicing what we 
preach, and if we occasionally 
confess to having strayed from 
our values and our ideals, that 
strengthens our hand,” Obama 
said. “That allows us to speak 
with greater moral force and 
clarity around these issues.” 

He said of his doctrine for 
engagement: “We’re not 

simply going to lecture you, 
but we’re rather going to 
show through how we operate 
the benefits of these values 
and ideals.” 

The president said he found 
it interesting that many of 
the leaders talked about how 
Cuban doctors have dispersed 
throughout the region, and 
their countries depend on 
them. 

“It’s a reminder for us in the 
United States that if our only 
interaction with many of these 


countries is drug interdiction, 
if our only interaction is 
military, then we may not be 
developing the connections 
that can, over time, increase 
our influence,” Obama said. 
He neglected to mention 
that the U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
provides many services in 
Latin America, including 
health care, education and 
humanitarian relief. 

Central American leaders who 
met with Obama said they 
pressed him on immigration 
reform. They also said that 
Obama promised to consider 
providing better notice before 
the United States deports 
dangerous criminals back to 
their nations. 

Even Nicaragua President 
Daniel Ortega, a critic of 
U.S. policy, said he found 
Obama receptive to dealing 
with the issues raised. Ortega 
said Obama “is the president 
of an empire” that has rules 


the president cannot change. 
Nevertheless, Ortega said, 
“I want to believe that he’s 


inclined, that he’s got the 
will.” 

Both Graham and McCaskill 


spoke on “Fox News Sunday.” 
Ensign was interviewed on 
CNN’s “State of the Union.” 


Americans back legal aid to poll, 

new poll says 


WASHINGTON - Americans strongly support 
government-paid legal services for the poor, says a poll 
commissioned by the Legal Services Corp. 

Two-thirds of those polled for the American Bar 
Association by Harris Interactive said they favor federal 
funding for people who need legal assistance. 

Legislation introduced in March by Sen. Tom Harkin, D- 
Iowa, would nearly double the budget for Legal Services, 
which Congress created 35 years ago, and lift restrictions 
on the kinds of cases legal aid lawyers can file. The ABA, 
the nation’s largest lawyers group, backs the bill. 

The Legal Services Corp., a nonprofit corporation that 
is funded by Congress, distributes grants to legal aid 
groups in all 50 states. The state and local groups help 
poor people involved in civil cases, including domestic 
violence, child custody, housing foreclosures, veterans 
and Social Security benefits, consumer problems and 
health issues. 

Harkin said his proposal to raise Legal Services’ budget 


to $750 million from the $390 million it is getting in the 
current government spending year would give legal aid 
programs roughly the same amount of money, adjusted 
for inflation, that they received in 1981. 

Even before the full force of the recession hit. Legal 
Services reported last year that cash-strapped legal aid 
programs around the country had to turn away half of all 
eligible applicants. 

Now those programs have been reporting a wave of new 
clients seeking help to ward off foreclosure, grapple with 
late payments on medical bills, and recoup delinquent 
child support. 

In the ABA poll, 53 percent said their financial situation 
had deteriorated in the past six months and 28 percent 
said they are concerned they might need legal help as a 
result. 

The poll was conducted by telephone by Harris Interactive 
April 1-5 among 1,016 U.S. residents age 18 and older. 
Harris did not provide a margin of sampling error. 
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loss still felt 14 years after OK City bombing

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 
— It was 14 years ago when 
Doris Battle’s parents were 
killed in the Oklahoma City 
bombing, just two of the 
168 people who died during 
the nation’s worst domestic 
terrorist attack. 

Battle was among 400 people 
who gathered Sunday to 
observe the 14th anniversary 
of the bombing of the nine- 
story Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building, an attack 
that also injured hundreds 
of people. The explosion of 
a truck loaded with 4,000 
pounds of ammonium 
nitrate and fuel oil tore the 
face off the building and 
caused millions of dollars in 
damage to other downtown 
structures. 

“I can’t go home and see 
him anymore,” Battle said 
of her father, Calvin Battle, 
who died with her mother 
Peola when the Oklahoma 
City federal building was 
bombed on April 19, 1995. 
And Battle said the passage 
of time has not diminished 
the loss she still feels. 
Timothy McVeigh was 
executed in 2001 and Terry 
Nichols is serving multiple 
life sentences on federal and 
state convictions for their 
convictions in the bombing. 
Prosecutors had said the plot 
was an attempt to avenge the 
deaths of about 80 people in 
the government siege at the 
Branch Davidian compound 
in Waco, Texas, exactly two 
years earlier. 

Dr. Paul Heath, a retired 
psychologist with the 


Veterans Administration and 
a bombing survivor, attended 
the ceremony at the bombing 
memorial, where 168 empty 
chairs symbolizing the 
victims sit on a grassy field 
where the building stood. 
“The memory of the bombing 
is just as clear today as it was 
the day after the bombing. 
The memories run just like 
a video in my head,” Heath 
said, who placed flowers 
at a granite memorial for 
survivors like him s elf. 
Retired Marine Staff Sgt. Ted 
Krey tied American flags 
to chairs bearing the names 


of Sgt. Benjamin LaRanzo 
Davis and Capt. Randolph 
A. Guzman, killed in the 
building’s Marine Corps 
recruiting office. 

During the ceremony, the 
crowd observed 168 seconds 
of silence and survivors and 
victims’ family members read 
victims’ names at the spot 
that the Rev. Tom Ogbum 
of First Baptist Church of 
Oklahoma City called “holy 
ground.” 

“In our faith, we found hope,” 
he said. “We were wounded 
but not broken.”

Homeland Security leaders 
defend memo on veterans

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 
— Top Department of 
Homeland Security officials 
on Sunday defended 
an agency intelligence 
assessment warning that 
veterans returning from Iraq 
and Afghanistan could be 
susceptible to recruitment by 
right-wing extremists, though 
one said it should have been 
“more tightly written and 
presented.” 

Homeland Security chief 
Janet Napolitano said on 
CNN’s “State of the Union” 
that she regrets that some 
people took offense over 
the report, but added that 
“a number of groups far too 
numerous to mention” were 
targeting returning veterans to 
carry out domestic terrorism 
attacks. 

She said the warning report, 


which went out to American 
law enforcement agencies two 
weeks ago, was consistent 
with earlier reports. 

The report, which also 
warned of veterans engaging 
in lone acts of violence, was 
criticized by conservatives 
who called it offensive 
and said the agency should 
apologize to veterans. 

Deputy Secretary Jane Holl 
Lute, in Oklahoma City for 
ceremonies marking the 14th 
anniversary of the bombing 
of the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building, said it is 
wrong to characterize the 
report’s distribution as an 
attempt to insult veterans but 
acknowledged that “it should 
have been more tightly 
written and presented.” 

Lute, an Army veteran and 
former assistant secretary- 
general of the United Nations 
in charge of peacekeeping 


operations, said the agency 
was taking “very seriously” 
the threat that right-wing 
domestic extremists could use 
the lagging U.S. economy and 
the election of the country’s 
first black president to recruit 
members. 

Lute said the agency didn’t 
focus on any one group 
because of its members’ 
beliefs or backgrounds but 
that it was more interested 
in the likelihood that a group 
might turn to violence. 

The report mentioned 
Oklahoma City bombing 
conspirator Timothy 

McVeigh, a decorated 
Army veteran convicted of 
detonating an explosives- 
laden truck in front of the 
federal building, killing 168 
people and injuring hundreds. 
McVeigh was executed in 
2001, and his former Army 
buddy Terry Nichols is

serving multiple life prison 
terms for his role in the 
attack.

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Health care: Deal or no deal? Senators begin work

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
This time it’s really going to 
happen. Or so they claim. 
Senators get down to work this 
coming week on turning ideas 
into legislation to cover some 
50 million people without 
health insurance and contain 


costs for everyone else. Hopes 
are high that Democrats and 
Republicans can find common 
ground for a bill to emerge by 
summer. They will have to 
defy history in one of the only 
developed countries without 
national health care. 

Grand plans to revamp health 
care have a half-century 


history of collapsing. More 
focused proposals, such as the 
creation of Medicare for low- 
income people in 1965, have 
succeeded. 

Lawmakers are far apart on 
some of the most important 
issues today, from the 
reach of government to the 
responsibilities of employers 
and individuals. And 

guaranteeing coverage for all 
could cost $1.5 trillion over 
10 years, an eye-popping sum 
in a time of recession and 
mounting national debt. 

Yet major constituencies often 
at odds are now clamoring 
for change. They range from 
consumer groups to insurers, 
from employers to doctors 
and hospitals. President 
Barack Obama has pledged 
to chip away at hardened 
ideological positions to find 
compromises. 

“This is the toughest issue we 
have ever taken on — every 
part has got a chance of 
blowing up,” said Iowa Sen. 
Charles Grassley. He is the 
top Republican on the Senate 
Finance Committee, which 
oversees government health 
programs and taxes, and plans 
to start work Tuesday. 
Grassley said he is reasonably 


confident that he and the 
Democratic committee 

chairman, Sen. Max Baucus, 
can produce a bill that appeals 
to the middle. “Our only hope 
is if we do it in a way that 
keeps the vast majority of 
both parties going in the same 
direction,” Grassley said. 
Democratic Sen. Ron Wyden 
sees opportunity. “There is a 
very appealing philosophical 
truce within the Senate’s 
grasp,” he said. 

“Democrats are right on the 
idea that we’ve got to cover 
everybody. Republicans have 
been right on the role of the 
private sector, not freezing 
innovation and staying 
away from price controls,” 
Wyden said. “You meld those 
philosophical views and you 
are on your way to 68 to 70 
votes.” 

Consensus is growing on many 
points: Changes should build 
on the current system, not 
scrap it; hospitals and doctors 
should be paid for quality, not 
quantity; insurers shouldn’t 
be able to discriminate against 
people with health problems; 
small businesses need special 
attention. 

But huge differences remain. 
Three of the hardest issues 
are: 

Costs: 

Obama set aside $634 billion 
in his budget as a “down 
payment” for health care 
over 10 years. Many experts 
believe that represents less 
than half the cost. Covering 
the uninsured could cost $100 
billion to $150 billion a year, 
or more. 

Liberal Democrats want to 
follow Obama’s example 
and get half the money from 
tax increases and half from 
spending cuts. Upper-income 
tax increases and sales 
tax increases on alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco products 
and even sugary sodas are 
being discussed. 

But Republicans and fiscally 
conservative Democrats want 
most of the financing to come 
from spending cuts and from 
making the health care system 
less wasteful. 


Mandates: 

Health insurance is based on 
pooling risk: premiums from 
the vast majority of healthy 
people cover care for the 
sick. For the system to work, 
economists say, everyone 
should have health insurance 
from the outset so uninsured 
people don’t end up going 
to the emergency room and 
driving up costs for everyone 
else. Because insurance is 
expensive, requiring people 
and businesses to pay for it 
is politically difficult. Most 
people now get insurance 
from their employers, but 
companies aren’t required to 
offer it and as the economy 
skids more have cut back. 
Obama and Democrats are 
considering a combination of 
requirements on individuals, 
parents and employers, 
with exemptions for small 
businesses and sliding-scale 
subsidies for families making 
as much as $80,000 a year. 
Republicans opposed an 
employer mandate in the 
1990s, but have mixed views 
on an individual requirement. 
The insurance industry is 
supporting an individual 
mandate. Labor unions 
are pushing for employer 
mandates. 

Public Plan: 

Obama and the Democrats 
want to give middle-class 
workers and families the option 
of joining a government- 
sponsored insurance plan that 
would be offered alongside 
private ones through a new 
insurance clearinghouse. 
Supporters say a public plan 
could be a testing ground for 
innovations and a check on 
private insurers. Republicans 
see it as a thinly disguised 
step toward a government-run 
system. Insurance companies 
say they wouldn’t be able to 
compete with a government 
plan. Efforts are under way 
to find a compromise, maybe 
by limiting the scope of the 
public plan. But Republican 
Rep. Dave Camp, who is 
playing a leading role in the 
House, said he doesn’t think 
a deal is possible. “The public 
plan is a bright line for us,” 
said Camp.

Children drown in accidents in Arkansas, Texas 


MORRILTON, Arkansas 
(AP) — Three children died 
early Sunday morning in 
Arkansas when the car they 
were in drove straight into a 
man-made lake, authorities 
said. Their mother survived. 
Arkansas State Police 
investigators and sheriff’s 
deputies questioned the 
children’s mother about what 
happened just after 3:30 a.m., 
when she apparently drove 
down an old state highway that 
dead-ends into the gunmetal 
blue waters of Brewer Lake, 
about 30 miles (48 kilometers) 
west of Little Rock. 

A series of strong 
thunderstorms and fog rolled 
through the area around the 
time of the crash. 

Conway County Sheriff Mike 
Smith declined to immediately 
identify the children, ages 2, 
7 and 8, or their 26-year-old 
mother, who had not been 
arrested or charged as of 
Sunday afternoon, the sheriff 
said. 

“We’re going to run back 
through what she said,” Smith 
told The Associated Press. 
“We want to make sure we do 
a good job on that.” 

Smith said many in Conway 
County use the old highway 
to back boats into the lake, 
which is a state wildlife 
management area. The lake 
serves as the main drinking 
water source for the nearby 
city of Conway. 

In a separate accident in Texas, 
police in Houston recovered 
the body of a 1-year-old girl 

— one of five children killed 
when a man lost control of his 
car while using his cell phone 
and plunged the vehicle into a 
rain-filled ditch. 

The driver, Chanton Jenkins, 
32 was charged late Sunday 
with four counts of intoxication 
manslaughter, Houston police 
spokesman Kese Smith said. 
Smith said Jenkins failed a 
field sobriety test after the 
accident Saturday, which 
followed torrential rain 
storms. 

The bodies of three boys 

— ages 4, 7 and 11 — were 
found inside the vehicle. 
Police still were searching for 
the body of a 3-year-old girl, 
Smith said.

Jenkins and another adult 
escaped from the vehicle, 
along with a 10-year-old girl. 
It took 2Vi hours to find the car 
in the ditch, which had filled 
with 9.5 feet of fast-moving 
water. 

Police said the vehicle was 
swept 100 feet from the spot 


where it left the road. 

Police said the adult passenger, 
who is Jenkins’ brother, 
told police Jenkins was the 
father of four of the children, 
including the 10-year-old girl 
who escaped. The other two 
children were believed to be 
family friends, Smith said.

Some have written books; a 
few travel the world to share 
their experiences to help 
victims of violence. 

“People have been able to 
have 10 years to reconcile 
what happened and see 
what fits in their life and 
who they are,” said Kristi 
Mohrbacher of Littleton, 
who fled Columbine as the 
gunfire erupted. “It’s kind of 
a part of who I am today. I 
think my priorities might be 
a little bit different if I hadn’t 
had that experience.” 

Just after 11 a.m. on that day, 
Eric Harris, 18, and Dylan 
Klebold, 17, stormed the 
suburban school, killing 12 
classmates and a teacher and 
wounding about two dozen. 
The massacre ended with the 
gunmen’s suicides not quite 
an hour later. 

Sean Graves saw the pair 
loading weapons in a parking 
lot and thought they were 
preparing a senior prank 
with paintball guns. 

Graves, Lance Kirklin and 
Daniel Rohrbough were 
walking toward them for a 
better look when the gunmen 
opened fire, killing Rachel 
Scott and Rohrbough and 
critically wounding Anne 
Marie Hochhalter, Graves 
and Kirklin, among others. 

In the second-floor library, 
Ireland was about to finish 
some homework when he 
heard pipe bombs exploding 
in the hallway. Debris fell 
from the ceiling and a teacher 
shouted for students to take 
cover. 

Klebold and Harris strode in, 
shouted for students to stand 
up, laughing and ridiculing 
classmates as they sprayed 
bullets. 

Ireland was under a table 
with Dan Steepleton and 
Makai Hall when they were 
shot in the knees. Ireland 
was shot twice in the head 
and once in a leg, and lost 
consciousness. 

The killers shot out a 


library window. Graves, 
lying partially paralyzed on 
a sidewalk below, worried 
that they would return. He 
smeared blood from his neck 
wound on his face and the 
ground to make it appear he 
was dead. 

Harris and Klebold killed 
10 students in the library 
before they left to reload, 
which gave some survivors 
a chance to flee. Steepleton 
and Hall tried to pull Ireland 
but couldn’t move him far 
before they fled for safety. 
Shortly before noon, the 
gunmen returned to the library 
and committed suicide. 
Ireland awoke some time 
later, his vision blurred. 
With fire alarms sounding 
and strobe lights flashing, 
the partially paralyzed teen 
began to push himself toward 
the bullet-shattered window. 
Over the next three hours, he 
pulled his body along, lost 
and regained consciousness, 
then moved again through 
tables and chairs and past 
classmates’ bodies. He 
figures he traveled about 50 
feet to the window. 

“I thought how much easier it 
would be just to give up, stay 
there and let somebody come 
get you or whatever would 
happen to you,” Ireland said. 


“But every time those 
thoughts came in my mind, I 
thought about all the people 
that I would be giving up on. 
... It was really the friends 
and family I would be letting 
down that kept me going.” 
Ireland pushed himself up 
to the window and got the 
attention of elite police 
teams below. He doesn’t 
recall flopping over the sill 
and dropping into the arms 
of rescuers, the image that 
grabbed the attention of TV 
viewers across the United 
States. 

Graves, now 25, moved into 
a suburb near the mountains, 
where he recently purchased 
a home with his fiancee, 
Kara DeHart, 22. He walks 
with a limp and still feels 
pain but keeps a positive 
attitude. He plans to return to 
college to pursue a career in 
forensics science, a path that 
began to interest him after 
Columbine. 

On Monday’s anniversary. 
Graves will go back to the 
spot where he was shot, 
smoke a cigar and leave 
another on the ground for 
Rohrbough, something he 
does every year. 

With two children at 
Columbine, Ted Hochhalter 
watched the drama unfold on 


television while waiting in 
a Seattle airport for a flight 
back to Denver. He arrived 
to find his daughter, Anne 
Marie, paralyzed and in 
critical condition, and that 
his son Nathan had been 
trapped, but unhurt, in the 
science wing for four hours. 
He took a leave of absence 
from his job as a government 
emergency management 
coordinator. Six months 
later his wife, Carla, who 
had a history of mental 
illness, walked into a pawn 
shop, picked up a gun and 
committed suicide. 
Hochhalter believes the 
aftermath of the shootings 
exacerbated his wife’s illness, 
“ft got to a point where she 
made a choice,” he said. 

He moved the family into 
the mountain community 
of Bailey and married 
Katherine Zocco, a massage 
therapist specializing in 
neuromuscular, spinal cord 
and brain injuries who 
worked with Anne Marie and 
other Columbine survivors. 
Anne Marie, now 27, 
graduated from Columbine 
in 2000 and lives in a Denver 
suburb where she works 
as a retail store manager 
and a child advocate. Her 
father retired with a medical 


disability for post traumatic 
stress disorder. 

The elder Hochhalters are 
working with John-Michael 
and Ellen Keyes, whose 
daughter Emily was killed 
in a 2006 school shooting 
in Bailey, to get parents 
involved in school emergency 
management programs. 
Patrick Ireland, the boy in the 
window, endured grueling 
therapy to regain the use of 
his legs, and he had to relearn 
how to read, write and talk. 
With a control-your-destiny 
determination, he graduated 
as valedictorian from 
Columbine and magna cum 
laude from Colorado State 
University. Today, he is a field 
director for Northwestern 
Mutual Finance Network in 
the Denver area and has been 
married to Kacie for nearly 
four years. 

Ireland recognizes he’ll long 
be remembered as the face 
of Columbine because of his 
dramatic rescue. He accepts 
it as a way to emphasize 
that Columbine should be 
another word for “hope and 
courage.” 

And how does he want to be 
remembered? 

“A triumphant recovery and 
success story.” 
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Pakistan: Suspected U.S. missiles kill 3, wound 5

ISLAMABAD (AP) 
Suspected U.S. missiles 
leveled a Taliban compound in 
northwest Pakistan on Sunday, 
officials said, killing three 
people despite militant threats 
of a wave of suicide bombings 
if the strikes don’t end. 
Meanwhile, a hardline cleric 
who mediated a deal that 
imposes Islamic law in a 
northwest valley in exchange for 
peace with the Taliban warned 
that the Pakistani government 
must enforce the law, not simply 
make announcements about it. 
Pockets of Pakistan’s northwest 
regions bordering Afghanistan 
are havens for al-Qaida and 
Taliban fighters. Many are 
believed involved in attacks on 
U.S. and NATO forces across the 
border, and American officials 
say the missile strikes are a key 
tool in taking them out. 
Sunday’s suspected strike 
occurred in South Waziristan 
tribal region, the main 
stronghold of Pakistani Taliban 
chief Baitullah Mehsud, who is 
believed allied with the al-Qaida 
terrorist network. 

Shahab Ali Shah, South 
Waziristan’s top administrative 
official, said three people 
died and five were wounded 
in the Zari Noor village area. 
The identities of the dead and 
wounded were not immediately 
clear. 

Haji Gul Zaman, who lives just 
outside Zari Noor village, said 
he heard two blasts and saw 
plumes of smoke rising from the 
area. Trucks carrying Taliban 
fighters raced toward the scene, 
Zaman said. 

Since August, the U.S. has 
escalated its use of drone- 
fired missiles along Pakistan’s 
lawless northwestern regions, 
launching about three dozen. 
The U.S. rarely discusses or 
acknowledges the strikes, which 
are believed fired by unmanned 
drones operated by the CIA. 

The pro-Western Pakistani 
government has demanded an 
end to the strikes, saying that 
although they have killed several 
militant leaders, they also 
fan anti-American sentiment 
and violate the country’s 
sovereignty. 

The latest strike came a day after 
a suicide car bomber killed 27 
people — most of them security 
forces — at a checkpoint in 
the Hangu town area, another 
rough-and-tumble region in the 
northwest. 


Responsibility for the bombing 
was claimed by Hakeemullah 
Mehsud, a Taliban commander 
who has vowed to carry out two 
suicide attacks a week to press 
for an end to the missile strikes. 
“We are meeting our pledge. ... 
We will intensify our attacks if 
the drone strikes in the tribal 
areas do not stop,” Mehsud 
told The Associated Press by 
telephone from an undisclosed 
location. 

Under intense international 
pressure, especially from the 
United States, Pakistan has tried 
various tactics to crack down 
on militancy, including military 
offensives and negotiations. 

It recently agreed to impose 
Islamic law in the northwest’s 
Swat Valley and surrounding 
areas in exchange for peace with 
the Taliban there — a move that 
riled human rights activists and 
drew criticism from the White 
House. 

The cleric who mediated that 
deal demanded the government 
take meaningful steps to enforce 
the new system over the next 
month, including setting up 
proper appeals courts in four 
days. Already, a handful of 


judges trained in Islamic law 
have begun hearing cases. 

“Mere announcement is not 
enough to enforce the system,” 
Sufi Muhammad said at a rally 
of thousands of supporters in 
Swat. 

The terms of the deal remain 
murky, but Pakistani officials 
have insisted an Islamic judicial 
system in Swat would not echo 
the harsh rule of the ousted 
Taliban regime in neighboring 
Afghanistan. 

A variety of militant groups 
operate in Pakistan’s northwest, 
and turf wars sometimes break 
out. 

On Sunday evening, Taliban 
fighters in the Bajur tribal 
region clashed with supporters 
of Muhammad, a fight that 
left three people dead, local 
government official Faramosh 
Khan said. 

Pakistan’s army staged a 
monthslong offensive against 
militants in Bajur, declaring 
victory a few weeks ago, but 
rumblings in there in recent days 
have indicated the insurgency is 
not fully vanquished. 

Maulvi Umar, a spokesman for 
the Tehrik-e-Taliban Pakistan 


— or the Pakistani Taliban 
Movement, an umbrella group 
headed by Mehsud — told AP 
that Sufi Muhammad’s followers 
were trying to get control of 
the area by raising their own 
militia. 

“We want to make it clear that 


only the Tehrik-e-Taliban has 
a right to hold weapons and 
dominance in this region,” he 
said. 

But Sufi Muhammad’s son, 
Rizwan, told AP that their 
organization had nothing to do 
with the encounter.

JOHANNESBURG—A frail, 
90-year-old Nelson Mandela 
struggled to the stage Sunday 
at the ANC’s last rally before 
South Africa’s election, 
receiving cheers that rivaled 
the tumultuous greetings given 
to Jacob Zuma — the party’s 
popular presidential candidate 
whose face was emblazoned 
on Mandela’s T-shirt. 
Mandela’s unexpected 

appearance before 100,000 
ANC supporters gathered at 
adjacent stadiums in central 
Johannesburg, and other South 
Africans watching on national 
TV, began with a drive around 
a field in a golf cart with Zuma 
at his side. Then Mandela was 
helped onto the stage, where 
he was seated next to former 
wife Winnie Madikizela- 
Mandela, one of the ANC’s 
most popular leaders. 

Mandela did not address the 
crowd but listened as a brief 
video message he had recorded 
earlier was shown on a giant 
screen. 

In his message, Mandela said 
the ANC was best placed to 
lead South Africans in “our 
primary task” of eradicating 


poverty and improving the 
lives of a black majority 
neglected under apartheid and 
still far behind whites and an 
emerging, tiny black elite. 
Mandela looked in strong 
spirits and smiled and waved 
to the crowd. 

It was only the second 
appearance of this campaign 
for Mandela, who has largely 
retired from public life. But no 
one has doubted his loyalty to 
the party that South Africans 
embrace for defeating 
apartheid, and building homes 
and creating jobs since it won 
power in the first all-race vote 
in 1994. 

Mandela, who was jailed for 
27 years for his opposition to 
apartheid, served one term as 
the nation’s president, from 
1994 to 1999. The constitution 
allows two, but he stepped 
aside for younger leaders and 
to focus on fighting AIDS 
and supporting international 
peacemaking efforts. 

The theme of the rally, “We 
are winning,” reflected the 
party’s optimism. Members of 
parliament elect the president, 
and considering the ANC’s 
overwhelming popularity, 
Zuma, 67, is virtually assured 


of becoming president. 

Some say the former guerrilla 
is the country’s most popular 
leader since Mandela. 

Walter Kwatsi, a 3 3-year- 
old supermarket worker who 
carried a handmade poster 
comparing Zuma to President 
Barack Obama, was among 
the millions of poor South 
Africans who believe the ANC 
leader will bring much-wanted 
improvements to their lives. 
“All the people love Jacob 
Zuma,” Kwatsi said Sunday. 
“He’s the man who’s going 
to deliver — deliver water, 
electricity, houses, jobs, 
everything.” 

Old ladies in starched outfits in 
the ANC colors of green, gold 
and black joined skimpily clad 
women — also in the party 
colors — Sunday. Young men 
and women brought a touch 
of bling with their glitter- 
encrusted T-shirts reading 
“Young, Gifted and ANC.” 
The ANC launched its 
campaign with promises of 
massive public spending to 
create jobs. It has pulled back 
on such rhetoric in the face of 
the global economic downturn, 
and Zuma on Sunday stressed 
the modest goal of keeping 


Algerian president 
sworn in for third term 


ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — 
Algerian President Abdelaziz 
Bouteflika was sworn in 
Sunday for a third term, 
promising to pursue his policy 
of national reconciliation to 
bring peace to a country tom 
by an Islamist insurgency. 
However, Bouteflika made 
no mention of the general 
amnesty for armed Islamists 
that he had evoked during his 
electoral campaign. 

With his hand on the Muslim 
holy book, the 71-year- 
old president took the oath 
of office before ministers, 
lawmakers, union leaders 
and, unusually, several 
former heads of state, 
including Ahmed Ben Bella, 
who served as Algeria’s first 


president after this North 
African country gained 
independence from France 
after a bmtal seven-year war. 
“I am determined to 
continue and strengthen the 
national reconciliation that 
the Algerian people have 
massively supported, that 
permitted a return to civil 
peace and in the future should 
contribute to ... guaranteeing 
national unity,” Bouteflika 
said in a speech.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s 
president said Sunday that an 
American journalist convicted 
of spying for the U.S. should 
be allowed to offer a full 
defense during her appeal, a 
day after she was sentenced to 
eight years in prison. 

The message was a sign that 
Iran’s leadership does not 
want the case to derail moves 
toward a dialogue with the 
Obama administration to 
break a 30-year diplomatic 
deadlock. 


Hard-line President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad sent a letter 
to Tehran’s chief prosecutor 
instructing him to personally 
ensure that “suspects be 
given all their rights to defend 
themselves” against the 
charges. “Prepare for the court 
proceedings ... to observe 
and apply justice precisely,” 
the state news agency IRNA 
quoted him as saying. 

The letter came a day after Iran 
announced the conviction and 
sentence for Roxana Saberi, 
a 31-year-old dual American- 


Iranian citizen who was bom 
in the U.S. and grew up in 
Fargo, North Dakota. It was 
the first time Iran has found 
an American journalist guilty 
of espionage, and her lawyer 
said he’ll appeal. 

President Barack Obama 
said Sunday he was “gravely 
concerned” about Saberi’s 
safety and well-being and was 
confident she wasn’t involved 
in espionage. The U.S. has 
called the charges baseless 
and said Iran would gain U.S. 
goodwill if it “responded in a 
positive way” to the case. 

“She is an Iranian-American 
who was interested in the 
country which her family came 
from. And it is appropriate for 
her to be treated as such and to 
be released,” Obama said. 
Saberi’s case has been an 
irritant in U.S.-Iran relations at 
a time when Obama is offering 
to start a dialogue between 
the longtime adversaries. A 
few days before her sentence 
was announced, Ahmadinejad 
gave the clearest signal yet that 
Iran, too, was ready for a new 
relationship with the U.S. 
Ahmadinejad’s letter also 
referred to Canadian-Iranian 
blogger Hossein Derakhshan, 
who has been in an Iranian 
prison since November on 
charges of insulting religious 


figures. Ahmadinej ad 

requested the prosecutor also 
ensure that he be allowed to 
fully defend himself, IRNA 
reported. 

Iran has released few details 
about the charges against the 
two. Saberi was arrested in 
January and initially accused 
of working without press 
credentials. But earlier this 
month, an Iranian judge 
leveled a more serious 
allegation that she was passing 
classified information to U.S. 
intelligence services. 

She told her father in a phone 
conversation that she was 
arrested after buying a bottle 
of wine. Her father said she 
had been working on a book 
about Iranian culture and 
hoped to finish it and return to 
the U.S. this year. 

Saberi, who was 1997 Miss 
North Dakota, had been living 
in Iran for six years and worked 
as a freelance reporter for 
news organizations including 
National Public Radio and the 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
Because Saberi’s father was 
bom in Iranian, she received 
Iranian citizenship. 

Her parents, who live in 
Fargo, traveled to Iran to seek 
her release. Her father, Reza 
Saberi, has said his daughter 
wasn’t allowed a proper 


defense during her one-day 
trial behind closed doors a 
week ago. He said no evidence 
has been made public, and 
his daughter was tricked 
into making incriminating 
statements by officials who 
told her they would free her if 
she did. 

He told CNN on Sunday 
that her trial lasted only 15 
minutes. “It was a mock trial,” 
he said. 

One Iranian analyst said 
Ahmadinejad’s letter was 
politically motivated and 
suggested Iran could be using 
Saberi’s case to gain leverage 
with the U.S. 

“Iran can use Saberi’s case as 
a bargaining card in possible 
negotiations with the U.S.,” 
said analyst Saeed Leilaz. 

The United States severed 
diplomatic relations with 
Iran after its 1979 Islamic 
revolution and takeover of 
the U.S. Embassy in Tehran. 
Relations deteriorated further 
under former President George 
W. Bush, who labeled Iran as 
part of the so-called “Axis of 
Evil.” 

Iran has been mostly lukewarm 
to the Obama administration’s 
overtures until Ahmadinejad’s 
comment last week that he 
was ready for a new start. 


Sri Lanka: 17 rebels dead in clashes 

to clear road

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 
— Sri Lankan soldiers killed 
17 Tamil Tiger separatists 
in fighting to clear a road 
that would give the military 
access to remaining rebel 
territory where thousands 
of civilians are trapped, the 
Defense Ministry said. 

The rebels, who once 
controlled a de facto state in 
parts of the country’s north 
and east, have retreated 
to a tiny slice of land that 
the government had earlier 
declared a “no-fire zone” for 
civilians fleeing the fighting 
in the island’s nation’s civil 
war. 

The United Nations estimates 


that more than 100,000 
civilians are trapped in the 
area, which measures only 
7.7 square miles (20 square 
kilometers), and has voiced 
concern for their safety. 

More than 2,800 civilians 
were able to flee the war 
zone on Saturday, military 
spokesman Brig. Udaya 
Nanayakkara said. 

The Defense Ministry said 
Sunday that 17 rebels were 
killed and 22 wounded in 
offensives the day before 
aimed at clearing new escape 
routes for the civilians and 
a road link for the military 
to enter the zone. It did not 
say if there were military 
casualties. 

Human rights groups have 


accused the rebels of using 
the civilians as human 
shields and the government 
of indiscriminately shelling 
populated areas and 
disregarding the civilians’ 
safety. Both sides deny the 
allegations. The government 
suspended its offensive for 
two days last week to allow 
civilians to leave, but only a 
few hundred departed. 
Authoritieshavesincerejected 
widespread international 
calls for a longer cease-fire to 
allow humanitarian workers 
to move the civilians to 
safety. 

The U.N. estimates that some 
4,500 noncombatants have 
been killed in the last three 
months amid fierce fighting 


as government forces have 
closed in on the rebels, 
aiming to bring a final end to 
the 25-year civil war. 

The rebels have been fighting 
to create an independent 
homeland for ethnic minority 


Tamils, who have faced 
decades of marginalization 
by successive governments 
controlled by ethnic 
Sinhalese. More than 70,000 
people have been killed in 
the violence.

The Netherlands, Germany 
and New Zealand announced 
their boycotts Sunday, while 
Australia, Canada, Israel and 
Italy already had said they 
would not attend. 

“I would love to be involved 
in a useful conference that 
addressed continuing issues 
of racism and discrimination 
around the globe,” Obama 
said in Trinidad on Sunday 
after attending the Summit of 
the Americas. 

But he said the language of 
the U.N.’s draft declaration 
risked a reprise of Durban, 
during which “folks expressed 
antagonism toward Israel in 
ways that were often times 
completely hypocritical and 
counterproductive.” 

“We expressed in the run-up to 
this conference our concerns 
that if you adopted all of the 
language from 2001, that’s 
not something we can sign up 
for,” Obama said. 

“Hopefully some concrete 
steps come out of the 
conference that we can partner 
with other countries on to 
actually reduce discrimination 
around the globe, but this 
wasn’t an opportunity to do 
it,” he said. 

Some European countries 
are still deciding whether to 
attend the U.N. conference. 
Britain said it will send 
diplomats, despite concerns 
the meeting could become a 
forum for Holocaust denial or 
anti-Semitic attacks. 

At the Vatican, Pope Benedict 
XVI said the conference is 
needed to eliminate racial 
intolerance around the world. 
Asia News, a Catholic news 
agency that is part of the 
missionary arm of the Vatican, 
said of the pope’s comment: 
“The Holy See is distancing 
itself from the criticisms of 
some Western countries.” 

“I am shocked and deeply 
disappointed by the United 
States’ decision not to attend,” 
said U.N. human rights chief 
Navi Pillay, who is hosting 
the conference. 

She conceded some countries 
were focusing solely on one or 
two issues to the detriment of 
the fight against intolerance, 
but said it is essential that 
the issue of racism be tackled 
globally. 


The major sticking points 
regarding the proposed final 
U.N. declaration are its 
implied criticism of Israel 
and an attempt by Muslim 
governments to ban all 
criticism of Islam, Sharia law, 
the prophet Muhammad and 
other tenets of their faith. 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad — who 
repeatedly has called for 
the destruction of Israel and 
denied the Holocaust — is 
slated to speak on the first 
day. 

He arrived in Geneva on 
Sunday evening and met 
privately with President Hans- 
Rudolf Merz of Switzerland, 
the country that represents 
the diplomatic interests of the 
United States in the Islamic 
republic. 

The pullout of Germany is 
significant since it has played 
a leading role in U.N. anti¬ 
racism efforts as a result of 
its troubled historical legacy. 
In recent meetings, it has 
expressed dismay about some 
governments’ attempts to 
downplay the significance of 
the Holocaust. 

Germany said Sunday that 
it made its boycott decision 
after consulting with other 
European Union nations. 

“This decision was not easy,” 
said German Foreign Minister 
Frank-Walter Steinmeier. 
“As in Durban in 2001, this 
conference could be abused 
by others as a platform for 
their interests. We cannot 
accept that,” he said. 

The bland U.N. draft statement 
does not mention Israel by 
name, but it reaffirms the 
Durban statement and its 
reference to the plight of 
Palestinians. That document 
was agreed after the United 
States and Israel walked out 
over attempts to liken Zionism 
— the movement to establish 
a Jewish state in the Holy 
Land — to racism. 

Israel and Jewish groups have 
lobbied hard against Western 
participation in the meeting, 
arguing that the presence 
alone of American and 

European negotiators would 
give legitimacy to what they 
fear could become an anti- 
Semitic gathering. 

On Sunday, Israel’s Foreign 

Ministry thanked the 

boycotters and predicted 

the conference would “once 


again serve as a platform to 
denigrate Israel and single it 
out for criticism.” 

Still, after years of preparations 
there appears little evidence 
to validate these fears. The 
statement of 2001 that is so 
contentious now was cheered 
in Israel at the time, as it 
recognized the Jewish state’s 
right to security. 

Regarding its boycott, the 
Obama administration said 


it could not endorse any 
statement that singled out 
Israel or included passages 
demanding a ban on language 
considered an “incitement” 
of religious hatred. Such 
calls “run counter to the U.S. 
commitment to unfettered free 
speech,” said State Department 
spokesman Robert Wood. 
Many Muslim nations want 
curbs to free speech to prevent 
insults to Islam they claim 


have proliferated since the 
terrorist attacks in the United 
States on Sept. 11, 2001. 
They cite the 2005 cartoons 
of Muhammad published by a 
Danish newspaper that sparked 
riots in the Muslim world. 
European countries also have 
criticized the meeting for 
focusing heavily on the West 
and ignoring problems of 
racism and intolerance in the 
developing world. 


Two Koreas to hold first dialogue in a year

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — South Korea on 
Sunday accepted North Korea’s proposal for 
talks on a troubled joint industrial complex, 
setting up the first official dialogue between the 
two countries in a year amid tensions over the 
North’s recent rocket launch. 

Unification Ministry spokeswoman Lee Jong-joo 
said officials of the two Koreas would meet in the 
border town of Kaesong on Tuesday to discuss 
the factory complex. South Korea announced 
Saturday that the North had made the surprise 
call for a meeting. 

The industrial zone on the northern side of the 
border is the last major joint project between the 
rival Koreas and a key source of foreign currency 
for the impoverished North’s communist 
regime. 

Ties between the Koreas have been strained since 
conservative President Lee Myung-bak took 
office in Seoul last year with a tougher line on 
the North. North Korea responded by cutting off 
ties. 

In recent months the North has restricted access 
to the industrial complex by tightening border 
controls, raising concerns among participating 
South Korean companies about the project’s 
viability. 

The meeting comes amid rising tensions over the 
North’s rocket launch and its weekslong detention 
of a South Korean man in Kaesong accused of 
denouncing the North’s political system. 

North Korea has expelled international monitors, 
vowed to quit six-nation disarmament talks and 


restart its nuclear program to protest the U.N. 
Security Council’s condemnation of the April 5 
launch. 

North Korea insists it sent a satellite into space, 
but regional powers say nothing reached orbit 
and the launch was actually a test of long-range 
missile technology. 

“We will thoroughly ensure that the inter- 
Korean contact will be made in a way that 
secures the safety of people and contributes to 
the development of the Kaesong complex,” Lee 
said, in an apparent reference to the detained 
South Korean. 

North Korea is also holding two female 
American journalists who allegedly crossed the 
border from China on March 17 while reporting 
on North Korean refugees. It has said it will try 
the journalists — Laura Ling and Euna Lee of 
former Vice President A1 Gore’s Current TV 
media venture — on charges of entering the 
country illegally and engaging in “hostile acts.” 
Sunday’s announcement came a day after North 
Korea’s military warned South Korea to stay out 
of a U.S.-led security initiative aimed at halting 
the spread of weapons of mass destruction. 

An unidentified North Korean military spokesman 
said South Korea’s full participation in the 
Proliferation Security Initiative would be seen 
“as a declaration of undisguised confrontation 
and a declaration of a war” against North Korea. 
South Korea’s Unification Ministry expressed 
regret Sunday over the North’s threats and said 
joining the program would not be a “declaration 
of confrontation or war.” 
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Mexico says eight killed in attack on nrison convoy

MEXICO CITY (AP) — In 
the latest of a series of brazen, 
drug-related attacks, gunmen 
ambushed a prisoner transfer 
convoy in western Mexico, 
killing eight officers in a 
failed attempt to free a high- 
level cartel member, police 
said Sunday. 

At least 20 assailants fired in 
three separate gun barrages 
Saturday on the dwindling 
column of vehicles as it raced 
between an airport and prison 
in the Pacific coast state of 
Nayarit, police said. 

Police called it a well- 
planned attack intended to 
free Jeronimo Gamez, cousin 
of Arturo Beltran Leyva, 
the reputed leader of one 
of Mexico’s most powerful 
cartels. Gamez was arrested 
in Mexico City in January and 
was being moved to a prison in 
Nayarit’s capital city, Tepic. 
Police officials said the 
fallen officers “fulfilled their 
duty with professionalism, 
commitment and dedication.” 


The attack came three days 
after a bold assault on an army 
patrol in the nearby state of 
Guerrero, where 15 assailants 
and one soldier died, and just a 
day after officials reported 12 
people dead across the state 
of Michoacan, including three 
who were beheaded. 

The assaults by emboldened, 
heavilyarmedcartelsbracketed 
the first official visit Thursday 
by U.S. President Barack 
Obama, who vowed to step up 
enforcement of laws banning 
the transfer of guns across the 
U.S.-Mexico border. 

Soldiers seized two .50- 
caliber Barrett rifles, 17 other 
rifles and eight grenades at the 
Guerrero scene. 

Officers still managed to 
deliver Gamez and eight other 
prisoners, who were being 
transported in an armored 
vehicle, said an employee of 
the state prosecutor’s office, 
who was not authorized to be 
quoted by name. 

The other escort vehicles 
apparently were not armored 
and fared badly in the attacks, 


which began just outside the 
airport. 

Photos from the scene showed 
battered police pickup trucks 
with shot-out windows, 
crumpled fenders or bullet 
holes and blood stains from 
the fallen police. 

Four federal police officers, 
twofederalinvestigativeagents 
and two prison employees died 
in the attack. There was no 
immediate information on the 
number of injured or wounded 
and no reports of deaths or 
arrests among the attackers. 
Prosecutors accuse Gamez 
of acting as Beltran Leyva’s 
representative in negotiating 
drug deals with Colombian 
traffickers. 

Mexico has suffered a 
continuing wave of drug- 
related violence, killing more 
than 10,650 people since 2006, 
when Calderon sent 45,000 
troops to directly confront the 
traffickers. 

In the western city of Morelia, 
400 federal police, using 
two Blackhawk helicopters 


and an airplane, swooped in 
on a baptismal party being 
held Saturday by alleged 
members of the Familia 
Michoacana cartel. Police 
detained 44 people, including 
a man allegedly in charge of 
recruitment for the Michoacan- 
based gang. 

Federal police commissioner 
Rodrigo Esparza said that 
suspect Rafael Cedeno 
claimed to have trained 9,000 


recruits for the cartel in 2008, 
hinting at the gang’s size and 
power. 

The White House on 
Wednesday added the Familia 
Michoacana to the U.S. 
government’s blacklist of drug 
syndicates, known commonly 
as the Drug Kingpin Act. 

U.S. officials say the gang 
moves massive amounts of 
cocaine from Colombian drug 
dealers.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 
— Repeated warning shots 
from NATO helicopters and 
warships ended a dramatic 
pursuit of seven Somali pirates 
who attacked a Norwegian 
tanker in the Gulf of Aden, 
NATO spokesmen said 
Sunday. 

In the end, the pirates 
surrendered and were released 
under a technicality, and that 
prompted one analyst to warn 
that such treatment could only 
encourage them and other 
bandits to strike again off 
Somalia. 

On Sunday, the Somali 
government called for the 
death penalty for pirates. 
“Becoming a pirate is a 
crime, and Islam says if you 
become a pirate you should 
definitely be killed because 
you are killing the people,” 
said Somalia’s deputy prime 
minister, Abdurrahman Haji 
Adam. “We will announce it 
immediately.” 

But the announcement, which 
was linked to Saturday’s vote 
to adopt Sharia law, is unlikely 
to have much effect. The 
government barely controls 
a few pockets of territory in 
Mogadishu, the capital, and is 
battling an Islamist insurgency. 
It has made no efforts so far to 
curb the heavily armed pirate 
gangs who openly flaunt their 
wealth in the coastal cities. 
Islamic fighters also have 


threatened pirates before but 
have not attacked pirate bases. 
Instead, they allegedly have 
established a quid pro quo 
relationship with the pirates, 
trading protection for a cut of 
the ransom money. 

Pirate attacks have increased 
in recent weeks, with gunmen 
from Somalia searching for 
targets further out to sea as 
ships try to avoid the anarchic 
nation. 

Pirates have attacked more 
than 80 boats this year alone, 
nearly four times the number 
assaulted in 2003, according 
to the Kuala Lumpur-based 
International Maritime 

Bureau. They now hold at 
least 18 ships and over 310 
crew hostage, according to an 
Associated Press count. 

On Saturday night, American 
and Canadian warships and 
helicopters chased the pirates’ 
skiff for seven hours after 
their attack on the Norwegian- 
flagged MV Front Ardenne, 
said Cmdr. Chris Davies, from 
NATO ’smaritime headquarters 
in England. When the pirates 
finally surrendered, the 
NATO forces disarmed and 
interrogated the bandits, then 
freed them, citing legal issues 
over arresting them. 

The consistent failure to 
punish or at least detain pirates 
could help convince them that 
they have little to lose from 
attempting fresh attacks, an 
analyst said. 

“It’s quite encouraging for 


them,” said Peter Lehr, the 
author of “Violence at Aea: 
Piracy in the Age of Global of 
Terrorism” and a lecturer in 
terrorism studies at Scotland’s 
University of St. Andrews. 
“The threat to your life is 
quite low and the chance you 
get arrested and sent to a not 
so nice Kenyan prison is quite 
low as well,” he said in an 
interview. 

Dozens of suspected pirates 
are in a crowded prison in 
the Kenyan port of Mombasa 
after the United States and 
the European Union agreed to 
bring suspects there. But many 
more have been released amid 
fears of further clogging up 
Kenya’s judicial system and 
conflicts with the national law 
of some of the countries on 
anti-piracy patrols. 

In this case, the pirates were 


released because Canadian 
law did not allow their 
prosecution if they committed 
no crimes against Canadians 
or on Canadian soil. 

“When a ship is part of NATO, 
the detention of person is 
a matter for the national 
authorities,” Portuguese Lt. 
Cmdr. Alexandre Santos 
Fernandes said from a warship 
in the Gulf of Aden. “It stops 
being a NATO issue and starts 
being a national issue.” 
Canadian Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, speaking at a 
news conference in Trinidad at 
the Summit of the Americas, 
said: “We did briefly detain 
pirates and disarm them, 
and I think those were the 
appropriate measures under 
the circumstances.” 

The seven had attacked the 
tanker late Saturday but fled 
after the crew took evasive 


maneuvers and alerted 
warships in the area, said 
Cmdr. Davies. 

Fernandes said no shots were 
fired at the tanker. 

Davies said the pirates 
sailed into the path of the 
Canadian warship Winnipeg, 
which was escorting a World 
Food Program delivery ship 
through the Gulf of Aden. 
The American ship USS 
Halyburton also was in the 
area and joined the chase. 
“The skiff abandoned the 
scene and tried to escape to 
Somali territory,” Fernandes 
said. “Warning shots have been 
made after several attempts to 
stop the vessel.” 

The pirates hurled weapons 
into the dark seas as the 
Canadian and U.S. warships 
closed in, shouting warnings 
through loudspeakers. 


Italy lets stranded migrants land

ROME (AP) — Italy agreed Sunday night 

to accept 140 migrants stranded aboard a 

Turkish cargo ship that rescued them in the 

Mediterranean, ending a four-day standoff with 

Malta about who would take them in. 

The Italian government “has decided to 
let humanitarian reasons prevail,” Foreign 
Minister Franco Frattini said. 

“Malta should have taken them in,” Frattini 
told state TV. 

A Foreign Ministry statement said the decision 
was made “exclusively in consideration of 
the painful humanitarian emergency aboard 
the cargo ship” and that its acceptance of the 
migrants “must not in any way be understood 
as a precedent nor as a recognition of Malta’s 
reasons” for refusing them. 

Doctors taken aboard the 230-foot long Pinar 
by the Italian coast guard had found cases of 
chicken pox and high fever among the migrants, 
the Italian news agency ANSA reported, 
although coast guard officials had said that 
earlier medical checks had turned up nothing 
worrisome about the passengers’ condition. 
There was no immediate reaction from Malta. 
Frattini and Interior Minister Roberto Maroni, 
who is from the anti-immigrant Northern 
League Party, made the decision after 
consultations with Premier Silvio Berlusconi, 
who had spoken by telephone with both the 
European Commission president and with the 
Maltese prime minister. 

During the standoff, the Pinar was anchored 
about 25 miles southwest of the tiny Sicilian 
island of Lampedusa. 

Some 20 ailing migrants, as well as a pregnant 
woman, were transferred to a coast guard, 
which took them to Lampedusa late Sunday 


night, ANSA reported. Authorities have not 
said what the migrants’ nationalities are. 

The remaining migrants were expected to be 
transferred by a convoy of Italian military boats 
to the Sicilian port of Porto Empedocle, ANSA 
said, and the Pinar, carrying a cargo of grain, 
would then continue its voyage to Tunisia. 

The Foreign Ministry statement decried what 
it called the Maltese government’s “persistent 
unwillingness” to take the migrants “despite 
appeals by from European Commission 
President” Jose Manuel Barroso. 

Earlier Sunday, the coast guard delivered 1,000 
liters of drinking water to the migrants aboard 
the Pinar, which had rescued them Thursday 
after the two small boats they were traveling in 
began foundering. 

Two migrants had been evacuated by helicopter 
to Lampedusa on Friday because of poor 
health. 

The 13-member Turkish crew also recovered 
the body of a young woman in one of the boats, 
Cmdr. Cosimo Nicastro, of the Italian coast 
guard said. The decomposing body was later 
taken by a motorboat to Lampedusa, ANSA 
said. Malta insisted that the Pinar take the 
migrants to Lampedusa because it is the nearest 
port. Italy contended Malta should have taken 
them because the ship was in Malta’s search 
and rescue area. 

Lampedusa has a holding center for illegal 
migrants. 

Each year, tens of thousands of migrants pay 
smugglers to try to reach Italian shores. Often 
their boats capsize, and nearby fishing boats or 
military ships rescue them. 

Maltese army authorities said Malta contends 
that under international maritime conventions, 
the nearest port of call is obliged to accept 
rescued seafarers.

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Few turn out in Haiti for delayed Senate election

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Clear-plastic ballot 
boxes were nearly as empty 
as Port-au-Prince’s unusually 
deserted streets Sunday as few 
voters turned out for Senate 
elections in which candidates 
from a major populist party 
were not allowed to run. 

The vote had been seen as a 
key step in the development 
of Haitian democracy and in 
President Rene Preval’s bid 
to retool the constitution and 
fight poverty. The international 
community gave Haiti’s 
government $12.5 million 
to coordinate the elections, 
including $3 million from the 
U.S. 

But the vote, delayed since 
2007 by political turmoil, 
hunger riots and storms, drew 
an extremely low turnout 
and occasional violence. 
Haiti’s provisional electoral 
council told reporters it had 


not calculated turnout or any 
results as of early evening. 
Supporters of ousted former 
President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide, whose Fanmi Lavalas 
party was disqualified from the 
election by Haiti’s provisional 
electoral council, had urged an 
estimated 4 million registered 
voters not to participate. 

On Sunday, poll workers 
napped during long stretches 
when no voters came by. 
Some would-be voters 
carrying government-issued 
registration cards said they 
had been turned away by poll 
workers who said their names 
were not on registration lists. 
Others said they had trouble 
reaching the polls because 
police had ordered public 
transportation closed in an 
attempt to preserve order. 
“When you see this kind 
of low turnout, you have to 
wonder how interested people 
are in an election,” said 
Edward Joseph, an observer 


with the Haiti Democracy 
Project, a Washington-based 
think tank. He said apathy or 
fear of election violence could 
be to blame. 

A total of 79 candidates were 
vying for 12 Senate seats. No 
results were expected Sunday. 
Most races had multiple 
candidates and were likely to 
end in run-offs. 

Lavalas claimed victory for 
Sunday’s poor showing, 
crediting a stop-the-vote 
campaign they nicknamed 
“Operation Closed Door.” 
“The people believe in Fanmi 
Lavalas. That is why they did 
not come out today,” James 
Derozin, a former Lavalas 
lawmaker, told a reporters as 
polls closed around 4 p.m. 
Other Lavalas loyalists vowed 
to seek Preval’s resignation if 
Sunday’s results are accepted. 
Others in the capital blamed 
the low turnout on voter 
apathy after what they said 
were years of broken promises 
by elected leaders. “Since I’ve 
lived in Cite Soleil, nobody 
has come through for us. We 
don’t trust anyone. Who are 
we going to vote for?” said 
Fritznor Remedor, a native of 
the oceanside slum who directs 
a U.S.-supported orphanage 
at the site of a former gang 
stronghold. 

Calm generally reigned during 
the vote. While past elections 
have occasioned massacres 
and riots, Sunday’s earless 
streets were instead occupied 
by young men and boys 
playing dozens of pick-up 
soccer games. 

But there were several 
violent incidents. Elections 


were canceled in the Central 
Department, one of Haiti’s 
10 administrative regions, 
after protesters raided polling 
places and dumped ballots 
in the streets of the central 
plateau town of Mirebalais. 

A poll supervisor was shot 
there around 3 a.m. Sunday 
and is recovering in the 
hospital, said electoral council 
director general Pierre Louis 
Opont. Police said a man was 
arrested after firing guns to 
intimidate voters. 

The council does not know 
who was responsible for 
incident but has ruled out 
Lavalas backers, Opont said. A 
date for replacement elections 
in the department will be set 
later, he added. 

In Cite Soleil, supporters 
of Preval’s Lespwa party 
smashed the windows of a 
Toyota Land Cruiser carrying 
Union party supporter and 
Haitian folk singer Barbara 
Guillaume, who said she was 
bringing food and documents 
to poll workers in Cite Soleil. 
Lespwa supporters said she 
was carrying money and food 
to bribe voters into supporting 
her candidate. Police fired 
shots to disperse the crowd, 
beat attackers with rifle butts 
and took them to Cite Soleil’s 
new, U.S.-financed police 
station, where other Lespwa 
supporters threw rocks at the 
building. 

They were released after their 
candidate, former Lavalas 
organizer and Cite Soleil 
native John Joel Joseph, 
visited the station. Guillaume 
was held without charges for 
about an hour and released. 


Shortly after returning from 
the Summit of the Americas 
in Trinidad, Preval dropped 
his vote into a nearly empty 
clear plastic ballot box at a 
school in the capital. If his 
candidates win, Preval could 
see his economic projects and 
constitutional reform pass 
congress, where his Lespwa 
party already holds six of 18 
Senate seats. 

A majority for Lespwa would 
help Preval win a long- 
sought reform of Haiti’s 
1987 constitution, increasing 
executive powers and allowing 
presidents to seek consecutive 
five-year terms. It would also 
build support for his economic 
programs, meant to relieve 
poverty in a nation where 80 
percent of people live on less 
than $2 a day. 

Preval, who was prime 
minister under Aristide, was 
elected president in 2006 with 
strong Lavalas backing. But 
many of Aristide’s supporters 
now consider him and others 
in his party traitors for failing 
to return the exiled Aristide to 
Haiti. Lavalas petitioned the 
electoral council to allow its 
candidates to run for Senate, 
but its case was weakened by 
a split in the party. Council 
President Frantz-Gerard 
Verret said its candidates were 
disqualified because they 
failed to produce documents 
signed by Aristide, the party’s 
leader who was flown to exile 
in Africa on a U.S. plane 
during a 2004 rebellion. 
Twelve seats are now vacant 
after 10 senators’ terms 
expired, one died in a car crash 
and another resigned. 


Nigerian militants: UK hostage freed

LAGOS, Nigeria - A British hostage who was 
captured more than seven months ago by Nigeria’s 
main militant group was freed on Sunday, a senior 
military official said. 

The captive, Robin Barry Hughes, was handed 
over to military officials in Nigeria’s southern 
oil region, said the official, Sarkin Bello. He told 
The Associated Press in a telephone interview that 
he had no immediate information about Hughes’ 
condition, or whether a ransom had been paid. 
Earlier Sunday, the Movement for the Emancipation 
of the Niger Delta militants said in an e-mail to 


the AP that they would free Hughes “very soon,” 
due to the man’s poor health. The group later 
confirmed that Hughes had been liberated. 

Hughes was among 27 oil workers kidnapped by 
militants when their vessel was hijacked in early 
September. The militant group said Matthew John 
Maguire, who was taken in the same incident with 
Hughes, was not going to be released along with 
his British compatriot. The other hostages have 
been released. 

Hundreds of kidnappings have been reported in 
the southern Niger Delta in recent years, and the 
practice appears to be spreading into other parts 
of Africa’s most populous nation and biggest oil 


producer. 

The militant group spearheaded the practice of 
seizing oil workers, with the stated political aim 
of forcing the government to increase its region’s 
share of federally controlled petroleum industry 
funds. 

But the practice has been taken up by ransom¬ 
seeking criminals in the oil region and, increasingly, 
beyond. Kidnappings of foreigners have been 
reported in recent weeks in three states outside 
the southern Niger Delta oil areas, including a 
Canadian woman taken Thursday in northern 
Kaduna state. 










Exxon Mobil overtakes Wal-Mart to top Fortune 500 



NEW YORK - Exxon Mobil 
Corp. unseated Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc. in the 2009 Fortune 
500 list, shrugging off the oil 
price bubble and weathering 
what the magazine called 
the worst year ever for the 
country’s largest publicly 
traded companies. 

Fortune’s closely watched 
list, released Sunday, ranked 


companies by their revenue 
in 2008. Irving, Texas-based 
Exxon took in $442.85 billion 
in revenue last year, up almost 
19 percent from 2007. The 
company also raked in the 
biggest annual profit, earning 
$45.2 billion. 

Bentonville, Ark.-based Wal- 
Mart had held the top spot for 
six of the last seven years but 


fell to No. 2 this year. Still, 
the retail giant’s 2008 revenue 
climbed 7 percent to $405.6 
billion, as the battered economy 
sent more consumers searching 
for bargains. The world’s largest 
retailer took in $ 13.4 billion in 
annual profit, an increase of 
about 5 percent. 

Although it may have been 
a good year for Exxon and 
Wal-Mart, 2008 was far from 
rosy for most of remaining 
companies on the list. Overall 
earnings plunged 85 percent to 
$98.9 billion from $645 billion 
in 2007, the biggest one-year 
decline in the 5 5-year history 
of the Fortune 500 list. 
“America is getting used to the 
sound of bubbles bursting,” 
Fortune said. 

Energy companies continued 
to dominate many of the top 
positions, as last summer’s 


Flood of earnings will test market’s 6-week run 


NEW YORK - An intense week of earnings 
reports will tell whether Wall Street can extend 
its rally to a seventh week -— or see its gains pop 
like a bubble. 

With each week that the stock market lifts itself 
from the 12-year lows seen in early March 
investors grow at turns hopeful and nervous. 
The gains are welcome after torrential selling in 
February but too much too soon could fan worries 
that a rebound will quickly go into reverse. The 
coming week’s flood of corporate earnings and 
important data on the housing market likely will 
bring the biggest test yet of whether traders have 
been correct in placing bets on a strengthening 
economy. 

The Dow Jones industrial average will start the 
week up 24 percent from its March low. That’s 
an enormous jump that might ordinarily take the 
market years to assemble so some traders are 
naturally skeptical. 

Wall Street has allowed the gains because 
of tentative signs that the economy might 
be starting to right itself. Reports on home 
sales, manufacturing, retail sales and even 
unemployment have indicated the economy isn’t 
sliding as quickly as it had been only months ago. 
But that doesn’t mean investors can sound the 
all-clear. “The economy is still shrinking. It’s just 
shrinking at a lesser rate,” said Keith Hembre, 
chief economist at the First American Funds in 
Minneapolis. 

Traders will take what they can get after a 
punishing drop that earlier this year left stocks 


down by half from their peak in October 2007. 
There are still doubts because earlier rallies 
fizzled, including a 20 percent jump from 
November to early January. 

Like the latest run, the earlier pop came in a 
relative quiet stretch, before earnings reports 
began. But the traders and analysts who were 
burned in January by ugly fourth-quarter results 
appear more guarded. They’ve set expectations so 
low that most of the companies turning in results 
are beating Wall Street’s forecasts. 

Of the 52 companies in the Standard & Poor’s 
500 index that have so far issued reports on 
the first quarter, 32 have had numbers better 
than analysts expected, according to Thomson 
Reuters. A handful of the results were in line with 
expectations and 17 had reports that fell short of 
expectations. 

The surprises have been fuel for the rally. The 
showing from banks in particular has helped ease 
some of investors’ worries about the economy. 
Citigroup Inc., JPMorgan Chase & Co., Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc. and Wells Fargo & Co. all had 
better-than-expected news in the past two weeks. 
But with so many companies coming in ahead of 
analysts’ forecasts, there is a danger that traders 
could start to hit the “sell” button if they’re no 
longer impressed by companies that jump a low 
hurdle. And, this week, there will be far more 
companies reporting than in recent weeks so 
trading could be choppier as investors look for 
clues about what a company’s results might signal 
for the economy. 


skyrocketing oil and gas prices 
more than compensated for their 
plunge later that fall. Chevron 
Corp. held on to third place 
with $263.16 billion in revenue, 
up 25 percent. ConocoPhillips 
climbed one place to fourth, with 
$230.76 billion in revenue. 
General Electric Co., the 
diverse conglomerate whose 
troubled financial arm has been 
weighing on recent results, rose 
one notch to fifth. Battered 
automaker General Motors 
Corp. fell two spots to sixth, 
as revenue fell 18 percent and 
losses totaled $30.86 billion 
amid the imploding car market.

Telecom giant AT&T Inc. 
moved up two notches to take 
eighth place, with Hewlett-

Among the hardest hit in 
2008 were financial services 
companies, Fortune said. 


Banks, securities firms and 
insurers took cumulative losses 
of $213.4 billion, accounting 
for almost 70 percent of the 
total dollar decline from the 
peak year of2006, the magazine 
said. Citigroup Inc. and Bank 
of America Corp., which were 
No. 8 and No. 9 respectively 
last year, each slipped a couple 
notches from the Top 10. 
Thirty-eight companies fell 
off this year’s list, including 
financial firms Lehman Brothers 
Holdings Inc., Washington 
Mutual Inc. and Wachovia 
Corp., all of which have either 
gone under or been acquired by 
rival banks.

HILTON HEAD ISLAND, 
S.C. - Brian Gay put on a 
record-setting show at the 
Verizon Heritage.

2008 at the Mayakoba Golf 
Classic in Mexico. 


Bad luck for Gay, that triumph 
came the same weekend 
Tiger Woods’ finished off 
the field at the World Golf 
Championships’ Match Play 
event. 

“Yeah, it’s a bit of validation,” 
Gay said. 

And perhaps one of the PGA 
Tour’s more dominating 
performances. 

He had the tour’s largest 
margin of victory since Phil 
Mickelson won the 2006 
BellSouth Classic by 13 
strokes. 

Gay bested Loren Roberts’ 
mark of 19 under in winning 
the 1996 Verizon Heritage. 
Gay’s 10-shot edge over 
Luke Donald (66) and Briny 
Baird (68) shattered the seven 
strokes five-time champ Davis 
Love won by in 1998. 

Besides a $1,026 million 
first prize, Gay earned a 
spot in next year’s Masters, 
something he also didn’t get 
with the Mayakoba victory. 
It will be his first time at 


Augusta National. 

“I’ve had a lot of heartache 
not getting in that tournament, 
winning (and) not getting in, 
and missing by one spot on 
the money list two times,” 
he said. “I just figured, who 
cares? What’s going to happen 
is going to happen, just go 
play golf.” 

Gay moved into the lead Friday 
and carried a three-stroke 
margin over Tim Wilkinson 
into the final round. Gay’s 
game plan? Don’t do what he 
did at Mayakoba, holding on 
despite some passive, wait- 
for-pars play. 

“I told myself to keep my 
head down and keep plugging 
along,” Gay said. “I didn’t 
watch any (leader) boards. I 
didn’t watch anything.” 

Soon enough, Gay was out of 
sight of the field. 

He essentially wrapped things 
up two holes into the round 
— and never gave the chasers 
a chance to climb back in.

Nadal wins fifth straight 
Monte Carlo Masters title

MONACO (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal became the first player 
to win five straight Monte 
Carlo Masters titles by beating 
Novak Djokovic 6-3, 2-6, 6-1 
Sunday. 

The top-ranked Spaniard, 
however, lost a set in Monte 
Carlo for the first time since 
the 2006 final against Roger 
Federer. 

“Fifth title here in Monte Carlo. 
I never expect something like 
this,” said Nadal, who won 
his third title this season after 
the Australian Open and the 
Masters title on hard courts 
in Indian Wells, California. 
“Always really important for 
me (to) start the clay season 


like this.” 

Nadal trailed 3-1 in the first set 
before reeling off five straight 
games. Struggling on serve in 
the third, he saved three break 
points and needed 14 minutes 
to hold his opening service 
game. 

“A little bit lucky because 
he has two break points and 
important drop shot. I came 
back. That point was really 
important,” Nadal said. “After 
that I think I played really well. 
In the important moments, I 
was focused all the time.” 

But Nadal was unhappy 
how he served throughout 
the tournament, and plans to 
improve it in the weeks leading 
up to Roland Garros, where 
he begins his quest for a fifth 


straight French Open title next 
month. 

“This tournament I didn’t 
serve very well. Especially the 
second serve was sometimes 
120 kph (74 mph). So that’s (a) 
disaster,” Nadal said. “Yeah, 
I have to play more. Have to 
serve better.” 

It was the third-seeded 
Djokovic who crumbled as 
Nadal clinched victory on his 
first match point when the 
Serbian sent a backhand into 
the net. 

“I played a very good match, 
actually one of the best I have 
played against him on this 
surface,” Djokovic said. “It’s 
really unfortunate that in certain 
moments I didn’t play the way 
I was supposed to play, with a

little bit more patience.” 
Nadal extended his winning

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Yankees benefit from 
first video review of year 

NEW YORK (AP) — Umpires used the first video review of 
the season to rule that pinch-hitter Jorge Posada’s drive to right 
field was a home run in the Yankees’ 7-3 win over the Cleveland 
Indians on Sunday. 

Posada was batting for Jose Molina when he sent a fly to right 
off Jensen Lewis with one out in the seventh inning. Trevor 
Crowe leaped at the wall, but the ball was deflected by a fan and 
bounced off the top and then off Crowe’s glove before falling 
into play. 

“I was hoping the ball would carry the way it’s been carrying,” 
said Posada, who ended up with the 20th homer in the first four 
games at the new Yankee Stadium. “I didn’t think it was gone, 
though.” 

The game was delayed more than eight minutes overall. 

The play was similar to Derek Jeter’s home run against Baltimore 
in the 1996 playoffs, when young fan Jeffrey Maier reached 
over the wall in nearly the same spot at the old Yankee Stadium 
to catch a drive above Orioles right-fielder Tony Tarasco. 

Video replay wasn’t available in ‘96 — it’s in its first full season 
of use by Major League Baseball after getting a trial run late last 
season.

“I didn’t take into account that I’d have to get above the fan to 
get the ball,” Crowe said. “I watched the replay and it looked 
like his glove was outstretched on top of mine. It all happened 
so fast.” 

The umpires convened near the mound before going to the 
video room through the visitors’ dugout. They returned and 
summoned both managers. Girardi was called for first, causing 
the crowd of 43,068 to boo after celebrating minutes earlier. 
“When he came out with his explanation, as soon as he started 
I felt pretty good,” said Girardi, who acknowledged a moment 
of nervousness. 

“I thought it was a home run, I did,” Girardi said. “I know it was 
very close and a lot of times you could be wrong with the naked 
eye. I actually thought it was a home run.” 

While the umpires discussed it on the field, Girardi ran the few 
steps into the video room just off the dugout — a perk of the 
new stadium — to give it his own review.
